Rights and parental Prerogatiyes. Is it credible, 
for inſtance, that Thomas Bourchier, Biſhop of 
Ely, afterwards Archbiſhop of Canterbury and 
Cardinal, who would take place of his elder-Bro- 
ther, the Earl of Eſſex, merely on account of his 
dignity in the Church; ſhould yet be thought fo 
much to-diſgrace, or derogate from the-honour 
of his Family, as not-to be ſuffered to. bear his 

Father's Coat Armour, becauſe he was an Eccle- 
ſiaſtic ? It is ridiculous to ſuppoſe it. According- 
ly we ſee in Fulbourn and Littlebury Church Win- 
ows, that he gave his full Family Arms, within 
a Bordure Azure: not as any abatement of ho- 
nour, as it 1s reaſonable to imagine; but rather 
as an additional and acquired mark of honourable 
diſtinction, added to his paternal Coat, as being 
of ſo great ney in the Church. Another in- 
ſtance of which we have in the Bearing of Biſhop 
Arundel's Arms. JC Mg 
206. Wilkam Gray. His Arms are thus blaſoned, 
Gules, a Lion rampant, and a Bordure engrailed 
Argent. They are thus depicted in a Window of 
Boteſham Church in Cambridgeſhire, as alſo in 
the Eaſt Window of the N 25 Iſle of the Preſ- 
bytery, and carved on Stone Shields on the walls 
near the ſaid Window. This ſhews that Bale is 
miſtaken when he ſays, p. 64. vol. 2. of his Scrip- 
ores illuſtres Britanniæ, that Biſhop Gray was of 
the Family of the Lords Grey of Codnor ; who 
gave for their Arms, Barry of Argent & Azure; 
Sie ſame as thoſe born the Duke of Kent. 
The ſame Arms with thoſe in Boteſham Church
